WASHINGTON, D.C.—The 
utlook for the world wool tex- 
le industry during the current 
ear continues strong, according 

the Agricultural Marketing 
ervice, U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. In its periodic anal- 
sis of the wool situation, re- 
pased here on May 20, the 
A.M.S. noted that world trade 
raw wool and wool products 
as at or near record levels

The report noted that domes- 
ic raw wool consumption during 


anuary-March, 1960, totaled 
111.8 million pounds, scoured 
asis. This was only one percent 
nore than the 110.8 million 
bounds during the same period 
ast year. 
Wool Use Dips 

Mill consumption of apparel 
ool during the first three months 
bf 1960 amounted to 64.1 mil- 
ion pounds, scoured basis, two 
percent less than the year before. 
se of wool in March, 
1960, was 23,164 thousand 
ounds. nine percent less than 
he 25415 thousand pounds 
sed in March, 1959. The aver- 
ge Weekly rate of apparel wool 
onsumption during March, 
1960, was 4,633 thousand 
Pounds compared with 5,097 
housand pounds in February 
and 5,083 thousands in March, 
1959. This was the first month 
iter seventeen consecutive 
months that the weekly average 
ate was not above the same 
month . year earlier. 

Domestic per capita consump- 
mon of all fibers during 1959 


totaled 38.3 pounds, 13 percent 
more than the 33.9 pounds in 
1958. This is the highest per 
capita rate since 1956, but the 
fifth lowest during the last 20 
years. Per capita use of all prin- 
cipal fibers increased during 
1959. The 2.4 pound rate for 
wool was 26 percent over the 
previous year, compared with 
10 to 11 percent increases for 
cotton and rayon and acetate, 
and 27 percent for the non- 
cellulosic fibers. Wool and the 
non-cellulosics increased their 
share of the total fibers con- 
sumed while the shares of cotton 
and rayon and acetate decreased. 
Yarn Consumption 

Consumption of all fibers on 
the woolen and worsted systems 
totaled 199.0 million pounds 
during January-March, only one 
percent more than in 1959. Raw 
wool’s share of the total during 
January-March was 56.2 per- 
cent, the share of noils, re- 
processed and reused wool was 
22.0 percent, man-made fibers’ 


share was 19.4, and all other 
fibers 2.4 percent. 

Discussing the world wool 
situation, the report points out 
that wool prices are presently 
holding relatively firm. “The 
outlook is for relatively steady 
world wool prices for the next 
few months,” the report ob- 
serves. “Demand for the heavy 
offerings of wool has been rela- 
tively stronger in the current 
season. Demand for this season’s 
record production is expected to 
continue good at approximately 
the current price levels.’ 

Top production and use of 
the fibers on the worsted system 
during the first three months of 
1960 were less than a _ year 
earlier. Use of fibers on the 
woolen system, including car- 
pets, increased over that of a 
year earlier. 

Wool top production during 
January-March totaled 34.2 mil- 
lion pounds, two percent less 
than the first three months a year 
ago. Top production, including

FTC Charges Klein’s 


With False Pricing 
WASHINGTON, D. C. — S. 
Klein’s, New York retailer was 
charged by the Federal Trade 
Commission with making false 
oricing and savings claims in 
connection with the promotion 
and sale of cashmere sweaters. 
The FTC charged misrepre- 
sentation in advertising copy ap- 
peaiing in newspapers of inter- 
state circulation. The copy read: 
“Cashmere Sweater Event! Pre-

Swimwear 


Stores Mount 
Big Sales Drive 


The big drive for women’s 
swimwear business is_ hitting 
stride in the country’s leading 
stores, accompanied by heavy 
newspaper advertising, banks of 
window displays, direct mail 
campaigns, special swimwear 
fashion shows and other selling 
aids. 

Retailers are putting strong 
emphasis on their top price lines 
as they go after the peak of the 
season’s business. They are play- 
ing up style details, colors and 
patterns in a variety of fabrics. 

Merchants are focusing atten- 
tion on suits with functional 
appeal as well as eye appeal. 
They say it is too early to give 
an accurate picture of consumer 
style preferences this season. 
Demand thus far has been well 
diversified. 

Color Advertising 

Some stores are building 
strong promotions around a sin- 
gle color in swimwear. For ex- 
ample, one large department 
store devoted a large newspaper 
ad to “Roguish Pink” in swim- 
wear, using the color extensively 
in the ad and featuring it in a 
variety of swim suit styles. 

Window displays are provid- 
ing stores with one of the most 
important means of projecting 
the new swimwear styles. Some 
windows are devoted to specific 
colors, styles and fabrics. Others 
use an omnibus approach and 
feature a wide range of swim 
suits. 

Retailers said they feel the 
very diversity of fabrics, styles, 
colors and patterns this year will 
help them do a successful selling 
job. There is no heavy concen-

Show Had Limited Appeal For Knitters

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J.—Comparisons are, of course, not 
always possible or justified but it is inevitable that an observer 
who attended the mammoth textile machinery exposition in Milan 
last October should attempt to draw comparisons between that 
show and the huge American Textile Machinery Exhibition which 


had a five-day run here last 
week. In tallying up the box 
score on the two events, the 
ATME show comes off remark- 
ably well; better, in fact, than 
many in the textile trade itseli 
nad originally anticipated. 

Like the Milan exhibition 
last week's textile machinery 
fair was an extremely lively one. 
Not only was attendance heavy 
throughout the entire week but 
the quality of the individual dis- 
plays were of an exceptionally 
high order. This is in spite of 
the fact that a good deal of the 
foreign textile machinery shown 
had previously been on view at 
the European exposition. 

Mostly U. S. Equipment 

Although the roster of ex- 
nibitors at the ATME show in- 
cluded firms from 12 foreign 
countries, the show had a ba- 
sically American flavor. This, 
of course, was to be expected 
since it was conducted under 
the sponsorship of the American 
Textile Machinery Association. 
It is to the credit of the U. S. 
machinery builders that foreign 
producers were not excluded 
from the exhibition. One cannot, 
however, help but question, as 
many visitors had done, the 
wisdom of confining virtually 
all of the foreign equipment dis- 
plays to the basement level of 
the exhibition hall. 

The chief advantageous fea- 
ture of the ATME show in con- 
trast to its Milan counterpart 
was that all displays were 
housed under one roof. There 
was no need, as in Milan, to 
trek from one building to an- 
other to view all the displays. 
The ATME show here was con- 
centrated on the street and base- 
ment levels of the gigantic At- 
lantic City Convention Hall. 
This hall, incidentally, is cur- 
rently undergoing a face lifting. 
Not only is the available exhibi- 
tion floor space being expanded. 
but the physical facilities are 
being modernized; escalators. 
for example, are being installed 


from the street floor to the base- 
ment and an escalator between 
street floor and the balcony and 
auditorium above is already in 
operation. 
No Exhibit Segregation 

One feature of the Milan 
show lacking at the ATME 
event was the departmentaliza- 
tion of the exhibits. In Milan, an 
exhibitor interested only in one 
type of machinery could re- 
strict his movements to one or 
two buildings in which that type 
of machinery was housed. Here 
in Atlantic City the displays 
were widely scattered and an 
exhibitor interested, say, in 
skein dyeing machinery, could 
lind one display at one end of 
the basement, another at the op- 
posite end and still others scat- 
tered along the street floor ex- 
hibit area. However, this did 
not appear to be objectionable 
to most of the visitors, accus- 
tomed as they are to this pattern 
ot display at U. S. fairs. 

Unlike Milan, the ATME 
show had little of interest to a 
knitwear manufacturer. This also 
was to be expected, since an 
exhibition of knitting and an- 
cillary knitwear fabricating 
equipment is regularly held bien- 
nially in this city under the joint 
sponsorship of the National 
Knitted Outerwear Association, 
the Underwear Institute and the 
National Association of Hosiery 
Manufacturers. The next Knit- 
ting Arts Exhibition will be held 
here in Atlantic City April 24- 
28, 1961. 

No Knitting Equipment 

There were, of course, no 
knitting machines on display at 
last week’s ATME show. How- 
ever, hidden in among exhibits 
of general textile machinery, one 
could find a few individual 
pieces of equipment used in 
knitwear fabrication. 

The sole knitting machine 
seen on the floor at the ATME 
show was a 20-feed cylinder and 


dial underwear yardgoods ma- 
chine set up to demonstrate the 
economy of creeling such a ma- 
chine with a four-pound spooler 
cone. The machine, going 
through its paces producing a 
simple | x | rib underwear fab- 
ic, was part of an exhibit in 
the Barber-Coleman booth to 
demonstrate one of the applica- 
tions of the giant-size cones pro- 
duced on this company’s new 
Type F spooler. 

Probably the only displays at 
the exposition of direct interest 
to sweater and knitted yard- 
goods manufacturers were those 
of Turbo Machine Co., Lans- 
dale, Pa.; the Woonsocket Nap- 
ping Machinery Co., Woon- 
socket, R. I.; and the Scragg 
Group, Macclesfield, England. 

Sweater Spreader-Steamer 

The Turbo Machine Co. is a 
name known to many in the 
knitting industry. The firm turns 
out the Turbo stapler used in 
the processing of high-bulk Or- 
lon and other acrylic fiber yarns 
and manufactures shearing. 
tigering and electrifying ma- 
chinery for processing high-pile 
knitted fabrics. For sweater and 
knit fabric producers this com- 
pany introduced at the show. 
alongside a new carpet shear- 
ing unit, a spreader-steamer, for 
handling tubular knitted yard- 
goods or continuous lengths of 
tubular sweater-strips. The ma- 
chine from a cursory analysis 
appears to be directly com- 
petitive to the Tube-Tex sweat- 
er steamer which is used in many 
plants in the industry. 

Called the Turbo-Beard 
spreader steamer, it is a 54-inch 
unit equipped with a patented 
feeder-spreader device which 
can be varied in length by 
changing the spreader bars with 
which it is equipped. This pat- 
ented mechanism is one of the 
principal features of the ma- 
chine; it imparts to the unit the 
ability to over-feed the tubular 
knit fabric into and through 
the machine’s steaming area on 
a flat and positive basis. In 
the process of flat-feeding, the 
cloth is driven by top and bot- 
tom rolls. This method of

fabric feeding is 
eliminate puuing of the ma- 
terial, thus controlling fabric 


sag and avoiding arcs in striped 
materials. 

For processing continuous 
lengths of sweater-strips, the 
machine is equipped with an 
electronic reflecting device for 
shutting off the steam when the 
rib end of each sweater tube 
reaches the steaming zone. 

Another striking aspect of the 
machine is its built-in safety 
mechanism. This consists of a 
knee-activated safety bar. In 
the event the operator comes too 
close to the moving elements 
of the machine, the bar which 
runs the full length of the ma- 
chine can be tripped, instantane- 
ously separating all the rollers, 
stopping the motor and shutting 
the steam valve. 

The Turbo- Beard sweater 
spreader operates at a speed of 
up to 25 yards per minute. At 
the exit end, the machine can 
be set up to deliver the fabric 
either in rolls or in a flat fold. It 
can handle tubular knit yard- 
goods or continuous sweater- 
strips of natural or synthetic 
fibers or of natural rubber or 
filament stretch yarns. 

British Knit Fabrics 

No equipment was displayed 
at the Scragg Group booth. This 
British company licenses proc- 
essors and sells machinery for 
the manufacture of texturized 
filament yarns bearing the As- 
tralized trade mark. Two types 
of Astralized yarns are produced 
—Astralene-C, the designation 
for modified polyester filament 


yarns, and Astralon-C, the name 
for Astralized filament nylon 
yarn. 

The company’s display was 
largely in the nature of an edu- 
cational exhibit designed to ac- 
quaint licensees in this country 
with the nature of the Astralized 
yarn program and properties of 
the knitted gaments manufac- 
tured from these yarns. Included 
in the display was an extensive 


range of knitted fabrics pro- 
duced from Astralene-C and 


Astralon-C yarns. 

One of the particularly prom- 
ising areas for Astralene-C poly- 
ester filament yarns, it was 
pointed out, is in the production 
of brushed and low-pile fabrics 
for sweaters and knitted dresses. 
A section of the exhibit was de- 
voted to such a fabric of 1, 150 


denier Terylene yarn, the Brit- 
ish equivalent of DuPont’s Da- 
cron polyester fiber. This fabric 
was knitted on a Stibbe Model 
99 circular latch needle ma- 
chine. After knitting the cloth 
was given a light brushing on a 
conventional _ teasel - equipped 
brushing machine. 

Although details of the As- 
tralized process were not dis- 
closed, Scragg personnel at the 
booth characterized these yarns 
as stabilized non-torque yarns 
which do not fall into any of 
the conventional systems of 
modifying filament yarns either 
through crimping, twisting and 
untwisting, looping or knife- 
edge coiling. The yarns are de- 
scribed as having remarkable 
stability and levelness to dye 
take-up. Astralized yarns, it

ATME in Atlantic City. 
was explained, can be readily 
dyed in package form. Virtu- 
ally all fabrics on display at 
the booth were knitted from 
dyed yarn. 

Because of this ability to 
dye Astralized yarns in package 
form without recourse to muff 
dyeing techniques, sweaters and 
other knitted garments produced 
of Astralon-C or Astralene-C 
need not be thermoset and can 
be knitted to size; no allowance 
for shrinkage is required. 

The display at the Woon- 
socket Napping Machinery Com- 
pany’s booth was more of direct 
interest to commission dyers ser- 
vicing the industry than to knit 
goods manufacturers. The com- 
pany introduced its new Model 
No. 1035 20-roll high speed knit 
goods napping machine. It can 
handle either yardgoods or con- 
tinuous lengths of interlock 
sweater-strips. 

Woonsocket’s knitgoods nap- 
per uses rollers equipped with 
two different types of wire 
clothing—straight wire on one 
roller and bent wire on its com- 
panion roller. This arrangement 
is particularly desirable for han- 
dling continuous lengths of 
sweater-strips because it allows 
the cloth to ride over the rollers 
at a minimum of tension. 

In the overwhelmingly large 
number of displays of yarn proc- 
essing equipment and general 
textile machinery, the focus of 
attention was on new high-speed 
American equipment for spin- 
ning knitting and weaving yarns. 
One display of this type which 
attracted a good deal of atten- 
tion among the visitors was that

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Warp Knitting 


East German Tricot Machine With High Rate Of Speed 


Germany- 


The East German company of VEB Wirk- 


maschinenebau Limbach-Oberfrohna is now marketing a warp 
knitting machine which, it is claimed, has an efficient operating 
speed of 1,000 to 1,200 courses per minute. It is said that even at 
these speeds, knitting quality is not impaired and fullest patterning 


possibilities are available. Tem- 
perature variations do not affect 
the operation of the unit and 
routine maintenance has been 
kept to the lowest possible level, 
says the company. 

The unit has a slide needle, 
which together with the locking 
wire and all other knitting ele- 
ments, are operated on_ the 
coupled crankshaft system. The 
latter is the same as that devel- 
oped by F.N.F. more than 
fourteen years ago. 

The East German machine is 
known as the Kokett. Standard 
guide needles and sinkers are 
used; the slide needles with ac- 
companying lock wires have a 
small needle head. This enables 
the knock-over to occur without 
the snatching action of the 
bearded needle at its point. The 
cross-over of the yarn arrives di- 
rectly under the needle point and 
this means Movement necessary 
with the bearded needle is cut by 
about one third. In turn, this re- 
sults in a relative increase in 
machine speed. 

The makers claim that owing 
to the varying vibratory reso- 
nances, several of these Kokett 
units can be grouped together on 
the mill floor without danger of 
oscillation build-up. In addition, 
each unit is suspended on spe- 
cial insulators to elminate the 
transfer of vibration to the floor. 


Mi in ball beari e 


crankshaft produces predeter- 
mined sine curves at the crank 
pins. Therefore, as the needles, 
sinkers and guide needle all re- 
quire differently timed move- 
ments, each coupling gear is 
arranged to give this. The knit- 
ting elements are usually ad- 
justed by the iocking wire bar 
which, with the needle bar, is 
operated vertically by a piston 
stroke. The sinker and guide 
bars have a circular movement. 


The locking wire bar is adjust- 
able only on the vertical axis of 
the guide piston, but other bar 
adjustments are made in two 
directions and are placed one 
over the other. These adjusting 
facilities explain the extensive 
range of patterns and fabrics it 
is possible to produce on this 
unit. 


All bars are adjustable longi- 
tudinally to permit the elimina- 
tion of expansion and contraction 
effects caused by heat radiation 
from the unit or by variations in 
room temperature. These bars 
are firmly attached to supports 
on the side adjoining the pattern 
wheels and can then adjust 
themselves away from this point. 
Spring - loaded Bowden cables 
tension the guide bars up to the 
pattern wheels. 

Gears from the crankshaft 
drive the take-up shafts and the 
lower al pe

shafts. A train of interchangeable 
gears transmits the drive for the 
take-up shaft and in turn regu- 
lates the uniformity of cloth 
coming from the needles. This 
gear train ensures even cloth 
patterning. A completed batch 
of fabric can be taken from the 
unit without stopping the ma- 

chine. 

The beam shaft adjustment is 
also carried out by an_ inter- 
changeable gear train. A printed 
table fixed inside the gear cover 
plate gives the necessary data 
for changes to be made before 
the run starts. It is not necessary 
to change gears if only a slight 
alteration to the yarn supply is 
needed. The gears are so ar- 
ranged that adjustments of, for 
example, 1.07 to 1.27 mm can 
be carried out without difficulty. 

Two linked differentials form 
the regulating gears controlling 
the feed of the changing warp 
bear diameter. By alternatively 
accelerating and slowing the 
gear link, these maintain a con- 
sistent yarn feed. The lubrica- 
tion of the Kokett unit is mainly 
automatic and the opeartive can 
devote his entire attention to 
the actual knitting operation, say 
the company. 


A safety switch prevents ac- 
cidental starting of the unit when 
e guide bar is in the raised 
sition, and an automatic stop 
tion comes into operation 
henever the yarn feed is inter- 
upted or a_ tension increase 
ises. An inching control turns 
> machine over at between 
ve and eight revolutions per 
nute, and a_ handwheel is 
pplied for turning the machine 
over without power. 


Raschel Carpet 
Unit Developed 


A Raschel machine for knit- 
ting carpets has been perfected 
by Karl Mayer, Obertshausen, 
Germany. The new warp knitter 
produces a carpet combing the 
quality of the conventional 
woven carpet and the economy 
of a tufted carpet. The machine, 
however, is not yet part of the 
normal production program of 
the company and is, therefore, 
not yet available commercially. 

An extremely strong and ro- 
bust design has been adopted for 
the machine because of the un- 
usual demands which are made 
upon it in terms of weight and 
tension. 

There is one needle bar, a 
point bar and three guide bars. 
One guide bar is for knitting the 


cotton ground structure, the 
second guide bar carries jute 
threads for interlacing the 


ground fabric, while the third 
guide bar carries wool threads 
for producing the pile loops. In 
order to produce the wool pile, 
the wool threads are lapped 
round the points of the point 
bar. It is possible to vary the 
length of the pile loops by ar- 
ranging the point bar further 
away from the needle bar or 
closer to it. The length of the 
pile can be varied. 

As soon as the pile loops have 
slipped off the points of the 
point bar, the latter executes a 
forward movement in order to 
prevent the points from re-pene- 
trating the pile loops which they 
have just formed. 

The ground structure consists 
of the pillar stitches which are

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Knitwear Fashions From Abroad 


Russian Knits Influenced By International Style Trends 


ACCURATE details about the location, 
size and operation of the U.S.S.R. knitted 
outerwear industry are rarely forthcoming, 
but it does seem as if the latest fashions 
are being influenced by international 
trends. evn if their rather heavy styling 
follows Czech and Hungarian lines very 
closely. 

Many of the styles now being shown in 
Moscow stores show the bold designs and 
easy fitting lines reflected in ranges shown 
in other countries. Vertical stripes are 
favored for both men and women, and 
matching knitted outfits are popular with 
women. 

There have recently been many reports 
of Russian designers and buyers visiting 
fashion shows in countries of Western 
Europe, and one or two large orders have 
been placed for apparel. One British com- 
pany, for instance, Astraka, Ltd., recently 
received an order worth about $180,000 
for 4.500 simulated fur coats in nylon. 
These coats are destined for Moscow
